10. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Upon reconsideration of applicant's amendment, filed 5/1 1/0 (Paper No. 33); the previous rejections 
have been withdrawn. 

The Klee declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .132, filed 7/26/01 (Paper No. 34) in conjunction with the 
ATCC deposit information, filed 5/1 1/01 (Paper No. 33), are sufficient to overcome the previous 
objections/rejection of the instant claims based upon the deposit of biological materials under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, first paragraph. 

As indicated previously; the instant anti-C5 antibodies appear to be free of the prior art. The prior art 
does not appear to teach the anti-C5 antibodies, which bind the alpha chain of human C5, which inhibit 
complement, which inhibits human C5 binding to C3 or C4 and does not bind human free C5a of the 
claimed invention.
